(i) Assembly and sale of Digital Electronic Watches 
would also now be permitted by units in the 
organised sector, excepting companies with foreign 
equity exceeding 40%. 

(ii) So far as Electronic Modules for Digital Watches 
are concerned, existing policy of supplies of 
modules the industry by M/s Semiconductor Com¬ 
plex Ltd. would continue. 

(iii) In case the demand of the industry exceeds the 
capacity /supply capability and international pri¬ 
cing level of M/s Semiconductor Complex Ltd., 
Industry would be permitted to make in-house 
arrangement for manufacture of watch modules 
for captive consumption if commercial and 
economic reasons justify it.
